bill to organize Nebraska Territory, 

The bill got through the House near the end of 
February last, and with no great difficulty « pussed 
a first and second readingin the Senate. Several 


bate its merits tally on the question of itsfinal pas- 
sage. So late as the morning ofthe 4th of March, 
the bill had notbeen reached; and on its being 
called up, it was found that some necessary ap- 
propriation bills would effectually preyent its thor- 
ough consideration. It had therefore to go over. 
A clause was, however, attached to one ofthe sup- 
ply bills, providing $50,000 to go’so far in treating 
with the Indians for their claims. . 

{t has been hitherto customary to appoint spe- 
cial Commissioners to arrange the extinction of [n- 
dian titles in proposed new Territories. It sevms, 
however, that Nebraska is, for some reason or an- 
other, to be an exception; for, L have it on relia- 
ble authority, that the duties of treating with the 
Indians are to be performed by the ordinary Indian 
Agents, nnder particular instructions from the De- 
partment of the Interior, and that therefore Spe- 
cial Commissioners will not be appointed. 

So much for the facts to which your inquiries 
relate. 

If an opinion is worth anything 
tant subject, 1 would say that the policy adopted 
is not calculated to facilitate the great object in 
view, if it will be effected at all; and Iam the 
more deeply impressed with this belief, when 1 
reflect on the inflaences which operate so power- 
fully at Washington, and which agtu ate some peo- 
ple hiereabouts, who happen to be “clothed in a 
little brief avthority.”’ This determination not to 
appoint Commissioners will also disappoint several 
who had applied for the offices; the names of two 
such gentlemen from a North-western State are 
before me,—as also that of another from your own 
neighborhood.

At that time I knew mo par- 
ticulars. But just before I left Springfield, I 
| !earned the facts of the case from 4 reliable source. 
L will give them as I heard them. 

On Friday night, the 15th July, two negroes— 
‘one belonging to a Mr. Dale and the other a runa- 
way belonging to a Mr. Seott—went to the house 
Dr. Fiske, who lives four miles from Carthage, and 
one stationed himself in the corner of the field, and 
the other went to the house and told the Doctor 
that his master (Mr. Dale): was very sick, and 
wanted him to come over immediately Thé Doe- 
tor immediately took his hat and started, the ne- 
gro following; and so soon as they reached the 
spot where the runaway was stationed, both negroes 
fell on him, one with a club and the other with an 
axe, and killed him. His head was completely 
split open with the axe. The villains then went to 
the house, and both ravished the wife. ‘They then 
killed her—then killed the child—then robbed the 
house, and set fire to it and burned it up. Dale’s 
negro has been taken, and confessed these facts.— 
Here was every crime that human beings could 
possibly commit at the same time—murder, rape, 
robbery and arson. The cup of iniquity is full te 
the brim. The atrocity of the deed is unparallel- 
ed inthe annals of crime. Dale’s negro pro- 
duced $240 that he had taken from the house, and 
said that the other had got five pieces, but did not 
know whether they were silver or gold. At last

Burning of a Negro for Murder. 
The nogro man belonging to H. Trance; of 
Heath’s Oreck, Pettis county, who murdered the 
wife of John Rains, living in the same neighhor- 
hood, was burned at the stake, in or near Gvorge- 


tending this murder, so far us we can learn, were 
as follows: 

The negro man, aged about 19 or 20, visited Mr, 
Rain’s house on Sunday morning, the 3d of July, 
while Rains was absent at meeting, for the diabol- 
ieal purpose—according to his confession, of com- 
mitting a rape upon the person of Mrs. Rains.— 
The consequence was that this lady, within a few 
weeks of confinement, was brutally murdered with 
a club—the negro attempted to kill her oldest boy, 
and fancied ho had killed him, fearing as he said, 
that ho would tell on him—and two younger chil- 
dren were sadly bruised and thrown in a fence cor- 
ner, because, as the negro said, they annoyed him 
“by orying about their mother.” pea 
| When Rains returned home, he found his wife 
dead, and his oldest boy so badly bruised that it 
was thought he could not recover; but he distinet- 
ly told his father who it was had committed the 
outrage. This demon, in human shape, was im- 
mediately apprehended for trial, but the ‘citizens 
took possession of him immediately, and delayed 
the execution only to ascertain the motives of such 
a villainous outrage. 

The negro at frst said, thatit was not him, who 
committed the murder, but his brother, and next 
admitting his guilt said, he was instigated to the act 
by his young master. . His young master was. im- 
mediately taken into custody, bat was released, 


mit a rape. { 

The only excuso which can be offered for the 
awful retribution of burning this negro, is the na- 
ture of the offense, and the frequent attempts of 
late years, of negroes to rape white women—sey- 
eral instances of which have occurred in this county 
—and the impression among the community that 
it required such an example to protect them from 
the repetition of similar outrages. The negro’s 
crime was horrid indeed; but his punishment will 
be regarded by many as cruel, if not barbarous. 

Hadit been a white man, instead of a negro, 
there isno doubt but what he would haye shared 
a similar fate.—[Boonyille Observer.

Nepraska.— We have been enabled, thro? 
the kindly courtesy of Hon. W. P. Hall, to 
examine the official Indian treaties, and lawa 
regulating intercourse with the Indian na- 
tions, and are perfectly satisfied of the sub- 
stantial correciness of Col, Benton’s state- 
ment—thdt the largest portions of Nebraska 
Territory have never been surrendered to the 
Indians, and are now United States territory 
open for seitlement—the same as any other 
territory belonging tothe Government, The 
following is the boundary of the Kickapoo 
grant, as given by the treaty concluded Oc- 
tober 24th, 1832 : , 

“Beginning on the Delaware line, éix miles 
westwardly of Fort Leavenworth—thence 
with thé Delaware line westwardly sixly miles 
—thence north twenty miles—thence in a di- 
rect line to the west bank of the Missouri 
river twenty-six miles north of Fort Leaven- 
worth—thence down the west bank of the 
Missouri te a point six miles northwest of 
Fort Leavonworth, and thence to the point 
of beginning.’ f 

Tn a treaty made with the confederate 
bands of the Pawnees, Oct. 9th, [833, they 
ceded all their “right, interest and title in 
and to all the lands lying south of the Platte 
river.”’ Of course they have no title south 
of said river, although they are occupying 
the country there. ‘They are really trespas~ 
sers on United States Territory, and can be’ 
[made to quit at a moment’s notice. 

By tho treaty with the Sacs and Foxew and 
lowas, made Sept. 17, 1836 the United States 
ceded four hundred sections between. the 
Grand Nemaha river and the Kickapoo grant, 
and next to the Missouri river—-the lower 


halfito the fowas. This grant can extend 
only a few miles from the river, and beyond | 
that to the Rocky Mountains, is all United — 
States territory—open for settlement! 

We had supposed that the space between 
Kickapoo grant and the Jowas’ extended to 
the Missouri river, but we are now satisfied 
that the veservations do not commence exact- 
ly oo the river, although but a short distance 


from it. At what particular pomt it does

tracts of valuable lands, in many places cons 
liguous to our own frontier, and extending 
westward towards New Mexico, Utah and the 
Pacific, which belong to no tribe of Indians, 
and are this day open for the occupation of the 
white man?

of the United States over it, and provide for 
the trial of crimes committed upon it. The 
twenty-fourth section of the act declares that, 
“for the sole purpose of carrying this act in- 
to effect all that of the (ndian country west 
of the Missouri shall be and is hereby annex- 
ed to the judicial district of Missouri, &c.,” 
and the same section, and the act, applies to 
all the country to which Indian title is ex- 
tinguished west of Arkansas and Louisiana, 
‘and north of Illinois, in the old Northwest 
Territory. ‘The only part of the act which 
applies to ‘‘settlement”’ is the eleventh sec- 
tion, and is confined expressly to ‘‘lands be- 
longing, secured, or granted by treaty with 
the United States to any Indian tribes;” and 
forbids such settlement under the usual mili~ 
tary and civil penalties. This is the only 
prohibition of settlement, and this applies to 
the lands ceded by treaty, or reserved by trea- 
ty, to Indians; and are all officially marked 
on the map. All the rest is open to settle- 
ment without any violotion of Indian rights, 
and many of our citizens have been long set- 
tled upon it without any objection from In- 
dians. 

This shows the ignorance and perversity 
of quoting; the act of 1884, which has noth: 
ing to do in the case, and was solely intended 
to regulate Indian trade, and punish crimes 
committed beyond the State jurisdiction, and 
for those purposes alone to be considered as 
Indian country. 1 therefore, consider these 
ceasions of 1825 and 1833 from the Kansas,

Blackberry Cordial, which, just now, will 
no doubt be acceptable: 

Mr. Editor:—It may not be known to 
many of your subscribers that they possess 
in the blackberry, grown so unwillingly by 
them in their fields, the means, at once, of 
making an excellent wine and a valuable 
medicine for home use. To make a wine 
equal in value to Port, take ripe blackberries 
or dewberries and press them, let the juice 
stand thirty*six hours to ferment, skim off 
what ever rises to the top, then, to every 
gallon of the juice, add a qnart of water and 
three pounds of sugar, (brown sugar will do) 
let this stand in open vessels for twenty-four 
hours, skim and strain it, and barrel it until 
March, when it should be carfully racked off 
and bottled. 

Blackberry cordial is made hy adding 
one pound of white sugar to three pounds of 
ripe blackberries, allowing them to stand for 
ltwelve hours, then pressing out the juice, 
.| straining it, adding one-third part of spirit, 
.| and putting a teaspoonful finely powdered all-
